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Our schools face ‘crisis’ 
over rising pupil numbers 



TROUBLE: A crisis could be on the cards in secondary education unless something is done now

EDUCATION chiefs say a number of 
the county’s secondary schools are 
‘vulnerable’ to closure due to poor 
performance or financial pressure. 

And this despite the fact 
predictions suggest more school 
places will be needed as pupil 
numbers rise within the next 
decade. 

It lead one leading schools 
commentator to declare the county 
was heading for a ‘crisis’ unless 
immediate action is taken. 

The remarks were made during a 
discussion at County Hall this 
week, discussing a new report 
examining future provision of 
secondary education in the county. 

The county council’s education 
director, Patrick Leeson said the 
situation was likely to grow critical 
over the next few years, with 11 
schools judged ‘vulnerable’ to 
closure. Mr Leeson said: “This is a 
big issue for us. We have to deliver 
a significant number of additional 
places in the coming years. 

“At the moment we have a 
situation where if some of that is 
going to be delivered by expanding 


secondary schools, a good number 
of those schools are facing 
significant funding and standards 
issues.” 

The report found there are 
currently too few youngsters 
coming through primary schools 
to justify the current level of 
secondary schools. 

Gravesend-based education 
consultant Peter Read said the 
situation was deeply concerning. 

He told KoS: “There is a real 


crisis in secondary education 
coming, and right now, plans need 
to be made to ensure we can meet 
future demand. 

“Without something being done 
now, we’ll reach a tipping point 
where it will be increasingly 
difficult to meet demand. 

“The trouble is that KCC don’t 
have the authority to get new 
schools built.” 

Roger Gough, KCC cabinet 
member for education, says that 


won’t be a problem, but insists the 
authority’s main focus is helping 
those vulnerable schools get the 
support necessary to ensure 
standards are high to support the 
rise in pupils coming up. 

Last month saw the closure of 
the Chaucer school in Canterbury 
- forced to shut its gates after poor 
Ofsted reports saw pupil numbers 
tumble to unsustainable numbers. 

Schools’ financing is linked to 
the number of pupils attending.

MPs call for an urgent 
meeting with PM over 
issues caused by Stack 


KENT MPs have called for an urgent 
meeting with Davod Cameron to 
discuss Operation Stack. 

They have written to the PM with 
their grave concerns for the continu¬ 
ing situation and the devastating 
effect it is having on both people’s 
lives and local businesses. 

They hope Mr Cameron can work 
with French president Francois 
Hollande, to bring to an end the 
ongoing disruptions across the 
Channel. 

Also, Maidstone and the Weald 
MP, Helen Grant, has met with the 
secretary of state, Patrick McLough- 
lin and been in close contact with 
transport minister, Robert Goodwill, 
to find out what the Government are 
doing to resolve this issue. 

Mrs Grant says she has been told 
the Department for Transport is 
continuing to work with Highways 
England and Kent County Council to 
manage and make improvements to 
Operation Stack. 

The Conservative MP for Maid¬ 


stone said: “This is a dreadful 
situation, not only for my constitu¬ 
ents but for the whole of Kent. I 
understand completely the frustra¬ 
tion and anger felt by many. 

“I will continue to do all I can to 
put pressure where it is needed to 
bring this ordeal to an end. I will also 
be seeking regular updates from the 
Department for Transport.” 

■ As KoS went to press, Operation 
Stack was still in force threatening 
to cause problems across the 
weekend. With the Kent County 
Show (see page 19) and an open air 
classical concert at Leeds Castle on 
Saturday, there were fears roads in 
and around Maidstone could find 
themselves gridlocked. 

This week’s problems were caused 
by reduced capacity on the Dover to 
Calais route and the death on 
Tuesday of a migrant, who tried to 
board a train in Calais at the 
Eurotunnel terminal, which 
disrupted Eurotunnel and Eurostar 
services. 


A CARE worker pushing a man in a 
wheelchair, has been robbed by 
two men at knife-point, in an 
alleyway in Maidstone. 

Now police are appealing for 
help in finding the two men 
following the incident which 
happened in broad daylight on 
Friday, July 3 at around 10.40am.

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Historic tower remains hope for funding boost 


REMAINS of a tower dating back to the 16th century, 
could be set for a £130,000 investment programme - if 
council chiefs give the scheme the go-ahead at a 
meeting this week. 

Otford Palace Tower, a scheduled ancient monu¬ 
ment, is the remains of the former Archbishop’s Palace 
which dates back to 1515. 


Sevenoaks District Council, which owns the site, will 
now consider a report when its cabinet meets on July 16 
and announce a final decision at its meeting on July 21. 

Tony Searles, cabinet member for finance, said: “If 
funding is agreed, these works could potentially open 
the doors to other external sources of funding for the 
long-term preservation of the ruins.” 


Campaign group applies 
pressure to controversial 
city housing proposals

RURAL campaign group CPRE Kent 
is preparing to go into battle over the 
Canterbury local plan which lays out 
plans to build a staggering 15,600 
homes over the next 16 years. 

The charity - the local arm of na¬ 
tional organisation the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England - was left 
fuming after Canterbury City Coun¬ 
cil failed to conduct further consul¬ 
tation after it raised its housing tar¬ 
get from 10,200 new homes by 2026 
to 15,600 by 2031 - an additional 
270 homes being built every year. 

It comes as a government inspec¬ 
tor starts reviewing the proposals 
this Tuesday. 

Not only does the local plan include 
housing plans - much of it to the 
south of the city - but also a £70 mil¬ 
lion transport strategy. 

CPRE Kent says the council should 
have consulted the public again 
when increasing the housing target. 

Instead, it used previous

environmental reports. 

CPRE Kent’s senior planner Brian 
Lloyd said: “The council is pressing 
ahead with its flawed plan. The 
council has seemingly, from the out¬ 
set, cast in stone the sites it wants to 


see developed, and despite high lev¬ 
els of public opposition it has not 
been prepared to consider alterna¬ 
tives. We will be participating fully 
at the examination to put our case 
that the plan is unsound.” 

The charity commissioned a top 
planning barrister to examine the 
council’s plans last year. 

The expert’s findings questioned 
the plan, judging it was not legally 
compliant because when the hous¬ 
ing target was raised, the council 
failed to re-examine the environ¬ 
mental impact. 

Mr Lloyd said: “We hope the in¬ 
spector will listen to us and to com¬ 
munities and ask Canterbury to 
come up with a more reasonable, re¬ 
alistic and sustainable plan which is 
properly assessed and consulted on.” 

A council spokesman said: “All of 
these matters will be discussed at 
the examination run by the inde¬ 
pendent inspector.” 

The plan’s examination begins on 
Tuesday (July 14) at The Franciscan 
International Study Centre, Giles 
Lane, Canterbury.

Cops seize booze as 
200 party on beach 

POLICE seized more than 150 bottle and cans of 
alcohol from under-age drinkers after a 
200-strong party on the beach at Tankerton, near 
Whitstable, last Friday night. 

The party had been organised through social 
media despite warnings last month that patrols 
were being increased in the area. 

Sergeant Nick Barton, of Canterbury district 
community safety unit, said six officers spent 
two-and-a-half hours at the beach confiscating 
alcohol and disrupting rowdy and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Sgt Barton said: “In all, officers confiscated 
more than 150 bottles and cans of alcohol, about 
half of which were poured away there and then 
and the rest was seized to be disposed of later. 

“As well as the alcohol our officers found 
several empty canisters of nitrous oxide - more 
commonly known as laughing gas - which we 
believe had probably been used by some of the 
young people on Friday evening.” 


Creative Quarter set 
for £7m rejuvenation 

A MAJOR multi-million scheme to transform Folke¬ 
stone’s Creative Quarter is set to start this autumn. 

Announced this week by the Roger De Haan 
Charitable Trust, which has been behind much of the 
town’s regeneration, it has pledged £7 million for the 
redevelopment. 

Several buildings, which the trust says are in a state 
of disrepair, will be extensively reconfigured and 
refurbished to provide new living, retail and office 
spaces in the area. The work is subject to planning 
permission. 

Project director of the trust, Gabrielle Wilson, said: 

' We have an excellent team of professional designers 
working to create imaginative and durable buildings 
which will be very attractive to creative people 
wanting to relocate to Folkestone. All these buildings 
should be ready by the time of the next Triennial 
Exhibition in 2017.” 

As many as 24 new residential units could be built, 
with 13 other spaces for other uses such as education 
or entertainment. 


Factory stormed by 
'drone' protesters 

PROTESTERS shut down a factory in Broadstairs on 
Monday as part of a protest to commemorate the one 
year anniversary of a bomb attack in Gaza. 

The campaigners, from a group called Block the 
Factory Kent, swarmed the Instro Precision Ltd factory- 
on the Pysons Road industrial estate, with some 
scaling the roof, and one chaining himself to the gate 
by the neck. They alleged it was over links between 
the company and military drones. 

The protest was one of a number around the world 
staged by a group calling themselves Block the 
Factory. Other protests took part in Staffordshire and 
Australia. 

Amnesty International claim engines built in Instro 
factories have been used in drones to attack civilians 
in Gaza. 

Instro Precision in Broadstairs describes itself as 
‘ ‘the first call in supplying the world’s militaries, 
enforcement agencies and industry with 
electro-optic surveillance, and tactical support 
equipment”.

PART of one the River Medway’s most sig¬ 
nificant landmarks was blown up this week 
in a controlled explosion but much of it, in¬ 
cluding its distinctive tower, still stands tall. 

The 3 5-metre high turbine hall at King¬ 
snorth Power Station on the Hoo Peninsula 
once housed the boiler and four 500MW 
turbo-generators. 

But on Thursday at 1pm, some 2,000 
tonnes of steel came crashing down as part 
of the on-going clearance of the 1.6km site. 

A spokesman said the explosion went 
smoothly and was succesful. 

Owned by energy firm E.ON, the 2,000MW 
coal-fired plant stopped generating electrici¬ 
ty back in March 2013. 

Its closure was to meet the EU’s Large 
Combustion Plant Directive, which requires 
plants that do not have modern pollution 
equipment to reduce emissions, to close after 
20,000 hours of operation from January 1, 
2008 or the end of 2015, which ever comes 
first. 

Many of the smaller buildings at King¬ 
snorth Power Station have already been re¬ 
moved but the turbine hall, due to its scale 
and visibility on the Medway skyline, marks 
a significant milestone in the demolition of 


the 2,000MW coal-fired plant. 

Neil Wright, demolition project manager at 
E.ON, said: “From a project perspective, we’re 
really pleased with our progress to date. But 
as we start to remove the main infrastructure 
at the heart of the plant, I’m sure the upcom¬ 
ing demolition will be tinged with sadness for 
some who worked at Kingsnorth during the 
33 years it was in operation.” 

The plant’s 198m chimney is still to be de¬ 
molished but is expected to finally fall in 2017. 

E.ON has not yet declared its plans for the 


site once the tower and remaining building 
is cleared, although it is thought it will re¬ 
tain it with a view of potentially using it for 
alternative technologies in the future. 

The power station hit the headlines in 
2008 when the Camp for Climate Action 
protested outside the site, prompting an¬ 
gry scenes of confrontation with the police, 
followed by a Greenpeace protest two 
months later. 

Both protests were over pollution con¬ 
cerns. 


Owner's life dog ban 
after kicking his pet 

A THUG who kicked his pet so hard the Stafford¬ 
shire bull terrier could no longer stand and 
needed veterinary treatment, has been disquali¬ 
fied from keeping dogs for life and ordered to do 
120 hours of unpaid community work. 

Robbie Knight, 29, of St John’s Crescent, Tyler 
Hill, Canterbury, pleaded guilty this week before 
Folkestone magistrates to one charge of unneces¬ 
sary suffering under the Animal Welfare Act. 

Careful with sprinkler 
warns water firm 

SOUTH East Water is urging gardeners to avoid 
using sprinklers as the hot summer weather 
continues - by saying brown lawns will recover 
next time it rains. 

Lee Dance, head of water resources, said:

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Club mourns footballer who 
collapsed and died on pitch 



FOOTBALL fans across Kent have 
been mourning the loss of a 
23-year-old player who collapsed 
during a non-league pre-season 
match this week and died shortly 
after. 

Junior Dian (pictured) was playing 
his first trial game for Ryman League 
Tonbridge Angels on Tuesday night 
at Whyteleafe in Surrey. But just 
minutes after coming on the pitch he 
collapsed. Despite desperate efforts to 
revive him and being rushed to St 
George’s Hospital in nearby Tooting, 
he died later that night. 

There had been no sign that he 
was unwell. 

Now sports minister and MP for 
Chatham and Aylesford, Tracey 
Crouch, has spoken in the House of 
Commons to ask the government to 


look into heart screening pro¬ 
grammes in sport. 

Tonbridge club chairman, Steve 
Churcher said: “Junior’s death is 
devastating news and our only 
crumb of comfort is that he lost his 


life doing something he obviously 
enjoyed so much. All our thoughts 
and sympathies are with his 
family.” 

The club dedicated its match this 
weekend to his memory. 


Ashes hero confirms his 
retirement from cricket 


FORMER Kent cricketer and 
one of the heroic 2005 England 
Ashes winning squad, Geraint 
Jones, confirmed this week he is 
retiring from the sport at the 
end of the current season. 

The 38-year-old left St 
Lawrence last season to join 
county rivals Gloucestershire 
where he was appointed club 
captain. He said: “It’s been 
something I’ve been thinking 
about quite strongly in the last 
few weeks and I’ve come to the 
decision that this season will be 
my last as a cricket player. 

“But it’s on a positive note 
that I’ve made the decision. Yes 
the family side has been a big 
consideration but ultimately it’s 
about what’s best for Glouces¬ 
tershire and this squad. 

“Over the last few weeks I felt 
there were guys who needed an 


opportunity and my place in 
the team was potentially that 
opportunity.” 

The wicketkeeper was a key 
component of the England team 
that finally ended years of hurt 
when it finally reclaimed the 
Ashes in a series proclaimed by 
many as the greatest ever. He 
will long be remembered for the 
diving catch which dismissed 
Micahel Kasprowicz at Edgbas- 
ton which saw England secure 
a narrow two-run win. 

However, when he was 
surprisingly selected for the 
2006/7 Ashes tour Down 
Under, his critics feasted on a 
disappointing display and he 
was dropped. 

Having joined Kent in 2001, 
he was a popular team member 
and was part of the Twenty20 
Cup winning team of 2007.

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Just how did city centre flats go 
up in such devastating fashion? 


Maria Chiorando on the huge fire which ripped through a development in Canterbury last weekend 


ALIGHT: Canterbury has rarely seen such remarkable scenes as those last Saturday as flames ripped through the homes on the former tannery site next to the city walls 


A MAJOR investigation 

has been launched into 
a giant blaze that ripped 
through Canterbury 
last weekend, destroy¬ 
ing properties and leaving families 
homeless. 

In dramatic scenes on Saturday, it 
is believed a fire broke out in a boiler 
in a utility room of one of the flats 
which quickly took hold. 

On what was already a red-hot day, 
the flames ripped through the former 
tannery building, leaving plumes of 
smoke drifting across the historic 
city’s skyline. 

Stunned motorists on the city’s 
main road which runs alongside the 
city walls, were amazed to see the 
flames leaping from the building, as 
fire crews on cranes attempted to 
bring it under control. 

Having broken out around 2.30pm, 
it was still smouldering 24-hours later. 

The fire broke out in a top floor 
apartment in Creine Mill Lane North 
-just off the St Peter’s Roundabout on 
the Rheims Way. 

It is thought 30 families had to be 
evacuated - with six told their homes 
are too damaged for them to return 
to. 

A spokesman for property owner 
Town and Country Housing said: 
“Over last weekend and during the 
early part of this week we provided 
emergency accommodation for more 
than 40 families who were displaced 
as a result of the fire. 

“While some were able to return 
home on Monday, the homes were 
still without water so many have cho¬ 


sen to remain in temporary accom¬ 
modation.” 

The company has demolished 1 to 
5 City Wall Avenue, and has deemed 
another 11 homes uninhabitable. 
These will also be demolished. 

According to the association: “We 
have been working with the council 
and agents to find suitable long term 
accommodation. Short-term emer¬ 
gency accommodation is being co¬ 
ordinated on site working mainly 
with the university which is able to 
offer a short term solution for the next 
couple of weeks. 

“As you can imagine, the logistics 
and organisation have been chal¬ 
lenging and as well as all the logistics 
we also have the emotional aspects to 
deal with. People have not only lost 
their homes but their contents too.” 

Questions have been raised about 
just how the flames were able to tear 
through the building, which is just 
seven years old, so quickly., 

Some have questioned whether the 
timber construction may have played 
a part in the blaze, with fire crews 
saying the wood facilitated the quick 
spread of the flames. 

Paul Flaherty, assistant director at 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service, said: 
“Crews worked very hard to get this 
fire under control in very challenging 
conditions - dealing with a four sto¬ 
rey building that was well alight. 

“The building is a timber framed 
construction and so the fire was able to 
spread very quickly among the frame 
voids. This meant it was a difficult fire 
to fight in the early stages. At its height 
we had ten engines in attendance.”

Responding to allegations about the 
timber, Bellway Homes, the builders, 
said: “There are a number of forms of 
construction used in the UK, one of 
which is timber frame. Timber frame 
is used extensively throughout the 
UK, particularly in Scotland where ex¬ 
treme weather can be a factor. 

“Timber frame has a broad range of 
advantages and is used extensively in 
the UK to provide sustainable build¬ 
ings that tend to be more energy effi¬ 
cient, easier for homeowners to main¬ 
tain and can be constructed quickly, 
safely and to a very high standard. 

“Timber frame construction meets 
all the stringent building regulation 
requirements in the UK, as well as 
health and safety regulations, as 
monitored by the HSE, NHBC and 
other regulatory authorities. 


“Bellway is constantly reviewing 
its various building procedures and 
use of different materials in light of 
evolving methods of construction. 

“The health and safety of all who 
live in homes constructed by the com¬ 
pany throughout the country is 
paramount 

“Bellway and other interested par¬ 
ties, is carrying out a thorough inves¬ 
tigation in relation to the fire at The 
Tannery to establish the precise 
cause or causes. We will be in a better 
position to report further when the 
investigation has been concluded.” 

Despite the scale of the fire, remark¬ 
ably no-one was hurt, though many 
touching stories have emerged from 
the disaster, including that of Colette 
Scott whose flat was destroyed. 

Writing on her Facebook page, the 


young mother who lost her partner in 
an accident four years ago, said: 
“Devastated is not the word. Years of 
saving to give my kids a decent home 
has gone up in flames. 

“My poor kids have been through 
hell and back and now they have lost 
their home. But one thing is sure I 
will rebuild our lives and carry on.” 

In the aftermath of the blaze, a 
number of items including food, 
clothing and bedding were donated 
for those who had lost their homes 
and belongings. 

Conservative Westgate ward coun¬ 
cillor John Brazier said: “This display 
of community spirit and togetherness 
in the face of adversity has brought a 
glimmer of hope to many and I am 
sure this Canterbury spirit will con¬ 
tinue to help.”

Chancellor’s budget brings no 
clarity for pressured council 

George Osborne’s ‘summer budget’ has unveiled a raft of measures he says will boost the economy 


M OVING away from an 
economy built on debt, 
as the chancellor, 
George Osborne said 
was his aspiration in 
Wednesday’s ‘summer budget’, has 
seen significant pain for many, from 
welfare claimants, to local and county 
councils. 

The mantra from the chancellor 
since he was first appointed to the po¬ 
sition in May 2010 has been one of 
austerity, with the axe wielded on 
public spending at every level. 

It has been a policy which has at¬ 
tracted criticism from Kent County 
Council, with finance member for the 
authority John Simmonds firing a shot 
over the chancellor’s bow earlier in 
the week when he said KCC could bare 
no additional financial pain. 

Cllr Simmonds doesn’t yet know 
whether the chancellor has actually 
listened to him, as no announcement 
has was made on further cuts to public 
spending. 

He told KoS: “We’ve got no idea 
what the effect on local government 
funding might be until an announce¬ 
ment is made in the autumn. 

“That means there is still uncer¬ 
tainty, so we’re having to work with 
our estimates, which indicate that 
cuts to our funding over the next two 
years would be 11 per cent in the first, 
and 12 per cent in the second year. 
That translates to around £79 million 
from a balance sheet which has al¬ 
ready shrunk dramatically.” 

Despite the lack of clarity on local 
government funding, the councillor 


said that some announcements dur¬ 
ing the budget would still have signifi¬ 
cant impacts on the council. 

Cllr Simmonds said: “Although 
there aren’t any direct impacts from 
this budget, there have been an¬ 
nouncements which will affect KCC. 

“If people are being hit with reduced 
working tax credits, and an enhanced 
benefits cap, it means KCC will have to 
pay more to help subsidise their coun¬ 
cil tax, as currently we pay council tax 
support. 

A few straw figures we’ve come up 
with straight after the budget an¬ 
nouncement indicate that if a person 
lost £30 per week from their benefits, 
we would have to provide around £6 a 
week towards that support.” 

Those indirect impacts are some¬ 
thing Cllr Simmonds is keen to stress, 
but others in Kent say that on balance, 
there have been positive announce¬ 
ments in the budget. 

The chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, which works to attract compa¬ 
nies to the county, Paul Wookey wel¬ 
comed many measures announced in 
the budget. 

He told KoS: “The UK is already at¬ 
tractive to companies from overseas. 
The reduction in Corporation Tax 
from 2017 will make it even more so, 
helping us attract investment in Kent 
and Medway, and can only help per¬ 
suade those already trading in Kent to 
stay and grow. 

“Budget documents released after 
the Chancellor’s speech also refer to 
science and innovation audits to sup¬ 
port strategic focus in the regions. We

need to see more detail on this, but the 
principal is an encouraging one, given 
Kent’s strong and growing offer for the 
life sciences sector.” 

One of the key principles which the 
chancellor wants to push during his 
tenure is the devolution of powers 
from Westminster to a more local level. 

As part of that scheme he an¬ 
nounced that local authorities would 
now be able to take their own deci¬ 
sions on Sunday trading restrictions - 
that potentially opens the door to 
longer opening hours for larger stores, 
which are only allowed to trade for six 
hours on a Sunday currently. 

The Union of Shop, Distributive and 
Allied Workers (Usdaw), which repre¬ 
sents the interests of retail workers, 
slammed the plans, saying it could 
cause ‘chaos’, and branding the pro¬ 
posals ‘deregulation by the back door.’ 

John Hannett, Usdaw general secre¬ 
tary, said: “Devolving powers to vary 


shop opening times to local authori¬ 
ties and elected mayors is deregula¬ 
tion by the back door. It is a recipe for 
chaos in the retail sector which will 
result in numerous trading hours reg¬ 
ulations across different areas, where 
we could see stores on opposite sides of 
a road operating in different regulato¬ 
ry regimes. That is hardly cutting ‘red 
tape’, a stated aim of the government. 

“Extended Sunday trading is not 
good for business, because it spreads 
the same customer spend over a long¬ 
er period. It isn’t good for staff, who 
frequently tell us that Sunday is often 
the only day they get to spend quality 
time with their family. So we will be 
participating in the consultation and 
opposing the proposal.” 

Major retailers such as Asda and 
Morrisons have supported the plans, 
with Asda’s chief executive Andy 
Clarke calling them ‘common sense’. 

But small businesses are concerned 
about the impact of allowing longer 
trading for bigger retailers, as current¬ 
ly only shops under 3,000 square feet 
can open for more than six hours. 

The Federation of Small Businesses 
(FSB) - a campaign group that repre¬ 
sents the interests of small business - 
says that there are more pressing con¬ 
cerns which the Government should 
address. 

John Allan, chairman of the FSB, 
said: “The FSB remains concerned 
about the impact of any change to 
Sunday trading rules on smaller re¬ 
tailers. As well as assessing the poten¬ 
tial impact of these measures, the Gov¬ 
ernment should be taking a wider 


holistic view to see what else can be 
done to support these businesses. 

“Bringing forward reforms to busi¬ 
ness rates is an immediate priority. We 
should also do more on liberalising li¬ 
censing laws, easing planning restric¬ 
tions and on improving customers’ 
access to parking. All are areas which 
are currently doing more to hold back 
the high street then Sunday trading. 
Under current proposals, the decision 
to change Sunday trading rules will be 
devolved to the local level. It is critical 
these local decision makers include 
small businesses in the debate. 

“Local businesses are at the heart of 
our communities and the ones most 
likely to feel the direct impact of these 
proposals. Their concerns should be 
listened to, before any decision is 
made.” 

Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
chief executive, Jo James told KoS the 
measures were unlikely to help. 

She said: “Putting all our eggs in the 
basket of consumer spend will not de¬ 
liver long-term, sustainable, great 
growth for the UK economy. The gov¬ 
ernment needs to focus on promoting 
international trade and export - that is 
how we can rebalance the economy and 
help achieve our growth ambitions. 

“Putting the decision in the hands 
of local councils will certainly give us 
inconsistencies across the county. Al¬ 
though many will find extended hours 
a convenient move, it will however, 
take away the competitive advantage 
that smaller stores currently have as 
the restriction only applied to stores of 
a certain size.”

RATING: On display and helping customers to make an informed choice about their food 

How the ‘Scores 
on the Doors' 
are raising levels 
of food hygiene

M OULDY food, out of date ingredi¬ 
ents and cross-contamination of 
raw meat and fresh food are just 
some of the worrying issues 
found in establishments serving 
the public food in Kent, according to new data 
uncovered by our investigations team. 

Five years ago, the Food Standards Agency 
(FSA) introduced a nationally standardised rat¬ 
ing scheme which ranges from zero to five stars 
(see box). 

Today the ‘Scores on the Doors’ sticker is a fa¬ 
miliar site in the window of many outlets, pro¬ 
viding reassurance to customers. 

We’ve looked at the results for every inspec¬ 
tion in 2015 so far and found the average rating 
is 4.3 out of five - an encouraging ‘good’ or ‘very 
good’. 

There were, however, 17 places which re¬ 
ceived a zero rating and a further 208 were also 
classed as noncompliant, which means they 
scored two or fewer. 

We’ve opted not to name and shame those es¬ 
tablishments yet... but give them a chance to im¬ 
prove before we revisit their scores in the future. 


In Kent more than 2,500 inspections have 
been carried out - with 60 per cent receiving top 
marks. But many came up short. 

Issues identified during these spot checks 
range from poorly cleaned surfaces and equip¬ 
ment, cross contamination of raw meats and 
fresh food causing a risk of E-coli poisoning, food 
stored in carrier and bin bags, food stored at the 
wrong temperatures and poorly-trained staff. 

Sheila Davison is the head of health, parking 
and community safety at Ashford Borough 
Council. She said that the scoring system had 
meant people looking for good food could make 
a better informed choice. 

She said: “When dining out, you usually pick 
a place where you like the food and you know 
you’ll have a good time. It makes sense to look 
before you book and check out the food hygiene 
rating as well. The fact the number premises 
scoring a five continues to increase is extremely 
good news. 

“The ratings recognise the work put in by the 
better performing establishments and have en¬ 
couraged under-performing businesses to im¬ 
prove their processes and receive a higher star 
rating at their next inspection.” 

Out of all of Kent’s districts, Ashford was mid¬ 
table, with an average rating of 4.3, or ‘good’ to 
‘very good’. That’s the same average as Kent as a 
whole. 

The best performing districts for food hygiene 
were Tunbridge Wells, Maidstone and Grave- 
sham, which had an average rating of 4.6. In 
Tunbridge Wells, just two per cent of the 234 
food places inspected were found to be below

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THE FOOD STANDARDS AGENCY’S RATINGS 


A DECADE ago several councils 
started to introduce their own food 
hygiene rating schemes. 

Within a few years several other 
authorities had followed suit, 
prompting the FSA to introduce a 
' standard test in 2 010 so that places 
across the country could be 
compared with each other. 

The aim is to help people choose 
where to eat out, or shop for food, 
by providing information about 
food hygiene standards at 
restaurants, pubs, cafes, takea¬ 


ways, hotels supermarkets and 
other shops selling food directly to 
consumers. 

According to the FSA, business¬ 
es that score zero tend to have a 
history of serious problems and 
are likely to be performing poorly 
in the three areas food safety 
officers inspect.

standard, meanwhile in Maidstone 
80 per cent of those checked received 
full marks. 

Not all, however, believe the scheme 
is foolproof. 

Family butchers JC Rook and Sons 
saw top market in the majority of its 
stores - but a poor one for its Maid¬ 
stone store. 

Andrew Rook told KoS: “The prob¬ 
lem with the scheme can be that each 
inspector interprets things in a differ¬ 
ent way. We’ve found some authorities 
inspect shops in different ways, and 
there is no universal scoring system. 
That means that some stores, which 
we feel compare very similarly have 
received worse scores than others. 

“We’ve just taken on our own envi¬ 
ronmental health officer who is work¬ 
ing to make sure all parts of the busi¬ 
ness are at the same, high standards. 
The reason for the poor score in Maid¬ 
stone is being worked on by the officer, 
and we’ve got a plan in place which 
should see the next inspection, hope¬ 
fully in around a month’s time, give it 
a much, much better score. 

“We always want to stay ahead of 
the game and want to make sure 
things are as good as they can possibly 
be in our shops. That’s what has kept 
us in business for over 50 years, and 
we hope to still be going in 50 more.” 

The lowest average rating of four 
out of five was recorded in Sevenoaks. 
However, Medway had the highest 
percentage of below par eateries with 
11 per cent of the 504 outlets scoring 
two or fewer, followed by Thanet with 
10 per cent. 

Despite the low score, Medway 
Council says the scheme has improved 
things in the area, raising standards 
for businesses working with food. 


A spokesman told KoS: “We have 
been using this system in Medway 
since February 2013, having carried 
out a six month trial prior to that, and 
have found it to be a valuable tool in 
driving up standards. It also allows 
people to make an educated decision 
about where to eat out in Medway. 

“As of June this year, the number of 
food premises rated by the scheme in 
Medway reached 1,255 and 86 per 
cent of those have been rated ‘good’ or 
‘very good’.” 


That is a view echoed by Julie Oates, 
who works as the environmental pro¬ 
tection manager at Canterbury City 
Council. 

She told KoS the scheme was work¬ 
ing, but that more needed to be done to 
ensure businesses continued to 
improve. 

Mrs Oates said: “Canterbury coun¬ 
cil took part in a FSA scheme which 
examined how many businesses dis¬ 
played their sticker ratings promi¬ 
nently in their business windows. We 


found that, perhaps unsurprisingly, 
lower rated businesses were much less 
likely to display the sticker, while 
higher rated businesses tended to 
show theirs off with pride. 

“Even after making personal visits 
to businesses, and explaining the ben¬ 
efits of the scheme, those which had 
lower ratings tended to avoid placing 
their stickers.” 

One of those businesses which 
shows their sticker with pride is the 
Ambrette, with locations in Canter¬ 


bury, Margate and Rye. The business 
is run by Dev Biswal, who told KoS the 
scheme is nothing for businesses to 
fear. 

He said: “I personally like the scores 
on the doors scheme, as I believe that 
its a good thing to get businesses and 
local authorities working together in 
partnership. 

“When we first started with the 
scheme, we did get a few low scores 
due to structural issues in the restau¬ 
rant. We worked with the council, and 
working alongside them we managed 
to improve and gain top marks. 

“A lot of businesses get scared when 
the inspectors arrive, but I personally 
think they’re your best friend as a 
business owner. They aren’t there to 
punish you, like some people think. 
They are there to help, and ensure 
that your business is serving the best 
quality, safe food so that you can stay 
in business.” 

Mrs Oates agrees, telling KoS that 
Canterbury City Council is working to 
help businesses which have received 
low scores. 

She said: “We’ve got around 1,600 
food premises in the district, and of 
that number only 22 have failed to be 
broadly compliant with low scores. 
That is a tiny proportion of all of the 
businesses serving food across the 
area, and certainly shows that the 
scheme has improved food hygiene. 

“Where we do have scores which 
are lower than three - which is con¬ 
sidered compliant - we’ll visit the 
business concerned and help them 
achieve higher levels. We’ve worked in 
conjunction with the FSA on projects 
to help support businesses and get 
their scores up, and have seen results 
which is brilliant news for the con¬ 
sumer, and the business.”

Record crowds predicted as big 
numbers surge to county show 

Some 80,000 are expected to attend Kent County Show this weekend. Jamie Weir reports on day one 



I T’S normally the weather that 
all eyes are on during the Kent 
County Show weekend, but this 
year most people began watch¬ 
ing the traffic, as cars flooded 
through the gates of the Detling 
showground while Operation Stack 
remained in place on the M20. 

Despite the show beginning with 
traffic trouble, the weather - unlike in 
previous years - was sunshine and 
blue skies, with the weather forecast 
to be good throughout the weekend 
event, despite some possible Sunday- 
showers. 

The show remains a highlight in 
the county’s calendar, with a total of 
80,000 people expected by organis¬ 
ers through the weekend. 

It got off to a record breaking start 
on Friday, with Kent County Agricul¬ 
tural Society - which organises the 


show - director, Charles Tassell telling 
KoS the show was better than ever. 

The Maidstone based farmer said: 
“We’ve worked really hard to improve 
everything this year, with better en¬ 
tertainment for the public, and a lot of 
new educational initiatives. We have 
donkey rides, which is great and a 
real draw for families, and we’ve got 
an amazing new tour of the cattle 
marquee. They’re guided, which 
means that members of the public are 
able to find out about all of the pedi¬ 
grees, and the different types of cattle 
and what they’re used for. It’s a great 
feature, as it helps give the public a 
better understanding of the rural sec¬ 
tor in the county.” 

That, according to Tish Neaves is 
the reason the show remains an im¬ 
portant part of the county calendar. 
She is a spokesman for farming cam¬ 


paign group, Why Farming Matters 
in Kent. 

She said: “At our organisation we 


work hard to explain to people what 
agriculture is, and help re-connect 
them with where their food comes 


from. The public are very interested 
in where their food comes from, and 
want to know more, and the county 
show is an amazing forum to really 
help educate everyone. Where else 
would we get the opportunity to go 
and speak to this many people, and 
communicate the importance of 
farming across the county.” 

The importance of the rural sector 
is growing in Kent too, with more and 
more money being ploughed into the 
wider economy from farming, and 
other countryside businesses. That’s 
something which Produced in Kent 
seeks to continue as the county’s own 
food lobby group. Its director is Ed 
Martin. He told KoS that this year’s 
show was the biggest ever for the 
group.

THE show has spent time and 
money innovating this year to help 
bring the show to as many people 
as possible. 

An online ticketing system has 
been introduced, while other 
changes have flooded in. 

Chairman of the show, Kevin 
Atwood, said: “It’s great that we’re 
bringing the county show into the 
21st century. 

“We’ve been moving towards 
online ticket purchases over the 
last few years, and it’s now really 


paying off for us. 

“On Thursday last week, we sold 
over 3,000 tickets alone. That’s 
more than ever before in that way. 

“We are trying to put in place 
systems which make it as easy as 
possible for people to visit the 
show. We want them to be able to 
look outside, see the sun shining 
and be able to just jump on the 
computer and book in to visit the 
show without any fuss.”

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One-in-six admit they illegally 
dump their unwanted waste 

Molly Kersey discovers new survey shows many people do not know they are breaking the law... 


BEWARE... WASPS 


N EW research has shown 
that one-in-six people in 
the South East admit to 
illegally dumping their 
unwanted waste. 

The survey, which was carried out 
in response to an increase in fines for 
fly-tipping, showed that some 30 per 
cent of those who do it don’t actually 
realise they are breaking the law. 

The maximum fine for fly-tipping 
now stands at £95,000. 

Hilary Newport, director of the 
Kent branch of the Campaign to Pro¬ 
tect Rural England, said the number 
of people fly-tipping was ‘shocking’, 

“I am astonished at the lengths 
people will go to to get rid of waste,” 
she told KoS. 

Items that are commonly fly-tipped 
include white goods, such as fridges, 
garden waste and household waste - 
which can contain items such as food 
scraps, bottles, cans and packaging. 

As well as being something of an 
eyesore, this also carries a risk of at¬ 
tracting pests, like rats. 

Sam Devereux, office manager at 
JP Pest Control, which covers Graves¬ 
end, said that piles of rubbish con¬ 
taining food scraps provided rats all 


they needed in order to thrive. 

“The three key things rats are al¬ 
ways looking for are food, shelter and 
warmth, and piles of rubbish provide 
those things. They can use those for 
nesting materials and they can be a 
constant source of food,” he told KoS. 

“Rodents are actually consistent 
all year round. Seasonal pests we get 
are things such as bees, hornets and 
wasps (see box).” 

Chris Harvey, lecturer in biology at 
Canterbury Christ Church Universi¬ 
ty, added: “Rats are omnivorous, they 
will eat almost anything. They are 
particularly attracted to rotting meat 
and things like that, because they 
can smell it from quite a way away. 

“If there is a site close to your house 
or apartments where people do regu¬ 
larly fly-tip and the rubbish contains 
food waste then that is a concern.” 

Mr Devereux added: “Take away 
shops leaving rubbish out on high 
streets is a problem. It’s not very 
neighbourly and it’s not a nice thing 
to do. But in urban areas you are 
more likely to be caught by a passer¬ 
by. Most people tend to fly-tip in rural, 
outer areas.” 

Wild rats can transmit a number of 


WHILE numbers of pests such as 
wild rats can remain consistent, 
this is expected to be a ‘bumper 
year’ for wasps, with cold winter 
temperatures and a particularly 
warm spring meaning that the 
yellow and black insects with the 
painful sting are flourishing. 

In a typical summer, wasps will 
not start to appear in huge 
numbers or become a big issue 
until August or September, and 
start building their nests in spring. 

Wasps prefer to build their nests 
in dry, warm places such as sheds 
and attics, collecting pieces of 
paper which they will regurgitate 


diseases - such as a fungal infection 
called ringworm that causes a rash 
on the skin - posing a potential dan¬ 
ger to humans and other animals. 

“They have the potential to carry 
Weils disease, it is a bacterial infec¬ 
tion that can be quite serious, but 
that’s not carried by a huge number 
of rats,” said Dr Harvey. 


to help construct their homes. 

So with wasps and their nest size 
expected to increase, what can 
people do if they discover they 
have one close to home? 

Pest controllers can be called to 
get rid of nests, a process which 
will usually involve pumping 
powdered insecticides into the 
entrance. 

Rob Simpson, leader of inde¬ 
pendent pest controllers register 
Basis Prompt, said homeowners 
should never try to tackle them on 
their own. 

“Treating a wasps nest can be 
very dangerous as they feel 


So what should people do if they en¬ 
counter rats in their area? 

“I always recommend using a pro¬ 
fessional company where possible,” 
said Mr Devereux. 

“I always say DIY pest control can 
end up costing more in the long run.” 

The research revealed the top five 
reasons people gave for fly-tipping, 


threatened and are likely to 
become aggressive if their nest is 
tampered with,” he said. 

"A mature nest can contain 
thousands of wasps, so it’s really 
not worth the risk. 

“You don’t need to remove a 
nest, but you do need to have it 
treated as early as possible and it’s 
definitely a job that should be left to 
experts.” 

Preventing wasps from getting 
into spaces where they can build a 
nest can help too - for example by 
keeping shed doors closed so that 
they are unable to get in and make 
a nest. 


with 38 per cent saying it was 
because ‘there is nowhere else to 
take the rubbish’ and 30 per cent say¬ 
ing that they were unaware it was il¬ 
legal - the two reasons that topped 
the list. 

While 28 per cent said it was the

was too high and 16 per cent said 
they didn’t realise they were fly-tip- 
ping at the time. 

However, Ms Newport said this is 
still unacceptable. 

“There is no way to condone be¬ 
haviour like that, even if you can’t 
transport the waste to your local au¬ 
thority site, as a householder you will 


be able to get it collected,” she said. 

“If you are going to go to the effort 
of taking something into the woods, 
you can take it to the dump. I think 
it’s an awful attitude. 

“People assume that just because 
it’s not their problem anymore it 
somehow magically vanishes, but 
it’s so unsafe. It’s one of the most 


selfish things you could do.” 

The research did show that 81 per 
cent of people would be deterred from 
fly-tipping with hefty fines. 

However, Ms Newport still thinks 
more needs to be done. 

“Fines are one thing, but getting 
into the mindset of people who do this 
is probably more important because if 


they are not caught then the size of 
the fine is irrelevant. It’s about people 
understanding and valuing the coun¬ 
tryside and realising there are conse¬ 
quences. 

“Please do the right thing - get rid 
of your waste properly, take responsi¬ 
bility for it.”

Claustrophobic 
thriller shines 
from the dark 

We cast a critical eye over Peter James’ Dead 


Simple play after its run

Dead SimpLe at the Marlowe Theatre, Canterbury 


IVE minutes into Dead Simple and I 
fear the worst. 

The two characters striding pur¬ 
posefully on stage - a couple of prop¬ 
erty investors with money and 
smarm oozing out of every pore - seem so re¬ 
markably unlikeable I fear that this perform¬ 
ance could leave me very cold. 

Half an hour later and I may not be literally 
perched on the edge of my seat and dropping 
Malteser crumbs down the neck of the theatre¬ 
goer who has the misfortune to sit in front of 
me, but I am fully engaged. 

But then we are talking here about a stage 
production adapted from a book written by Pe¬ 
ter James, a man with a penchant for tapping 
into the part of the brain which sends a shiver 
down the spine. 

And so the opening exchanges part like the 
Red Sea before Moses to lead the audience into 
a well-crafted tale of crime and intrigue. 

Without wishing to spoil it for those heading 
to the Marlowe this week to enjoy it, suffice to 
say a stag party prank spirals out of control in 
the most shocking fashion leaving the soon-to- 
be bride-groom, Michael Harrison (portrayed 
by Jamie Lomas) in something of a tight spot - 
namely buried in the ground in remote wood¬ 
land nailed down in a coffin. 

While he struggles to escape - his confine¬ 
ment superbly highlighted to the audience by 
a clever split level stage which allows three 
separate sets to be alternated between in the 
twinkling of an eye - we watch his bride-to-be, 
Ashley Harper (Holby City’s Tina Hobley) 
struggle with his disappearance and an in¬ 
triguing storyline, which unfolds around the 
police investigation. 

With a seam of dark humour being regular¬ 
ly mined to keep proceedings from slipping too 
much into a claustrophibic fog, and strong per¬ 
formances, it is an entertaining experience.

However, maybe it is just courtesy of a rich 
diet of Midsumer Murders, Veras and any 
number of other murder-mystery dramas, but 
you don’t necessarily need to be Hercule Poirot 
to work out how it all pans out during the sec¬ 
ond half. 

Certainly, the first has some genuine mo¬ 
ments of gasps from the audience, the second 
more a case of ‘ah, we thought so’ revelations. 
Not necessarily a bad thing, as it remains com¬ 
pelling throughout, but it just leads to a rather 
lack lustre conclusion. 

Star performers are Hobley, who is perfectly 
cast in the role as the strong partner of the missing 
man, and Josh Brown as Davey Wheeler - a 
youngster from the Playstation generation who 
spends his life desperate to be playing a key role in 
the American cop dramas he watches relentlessly, 

His character is, at times, intensely infuriat¬ 
ing, but his portrayal is excellent. 

Special praise must go too to Michael McKell 
as Bradley Cunningham who somehow man¬ 
ages to steal the stage most times he is on it. 

It may not be perfect, but Dead Simple is 
what all good theatre should be - engrossing, 
enjoyable and with enough jumps and starts 
the aforementioned Maltesers spend plenty of 
time bouncing out of the bag and on to the 
floor.

The Tories say the extension of Right to Buy to housing association tenants will help the housing 
crisis but critics claim it will reduce social housing and drive young people out of our rural areas...

C ONTROVERSIAL at 
the time, the Right to 
Buy policy introduced 
by Margaret Thatch¬ 
er’s Government in 
1980 has recently been extend¬ 
ed - and now includes the ten¬ 
ants of housing associations. 

The Conservative Govern¬ 
ment, in introducing the exten¬ 
sion of the scheme, says it will 
help solve the housing crisis, as¬ 
sisting those ‘strivers’ to get on 
the property ladder. 

However those opposed to the 
policy say that instead of freeing 
up housing, it could end up dam¬ 
aging the property market. 

Angelo Sommariva works as 
the public affairs and policy ex¬ 
pert at Moat - a leading housing 
association which works across 
Kent. 

He told KoS that taken alone, 
the policy didn’t appear too 
damaging. 

He said: “We don’t think this 
is a good idea. One big worry for 
us is how this new policy will in¬ 
teract and work alongside other 
new Government policies. 

“Very little of the funding we 
receive for our bricks and mor¬ 
tar building projects is funded 
directly by Government these 
days. Instead, we get the fund¬ 
ing from housing benefits. Wel¬ 
fare cuts we have seen recently 
mean that we are now tending 
to look for private partners to 
develop with, which, in itself 
isn’t a bad thing. 

“However they normally want 
the lowest risk developments, 
which are generally in areas 
that people aspire to live in. 
There are certain areas in Kent, 
like parts of Margate, which 
rank fairly poorly on social dep¬ 
rivation indicators. We aren’t 


likely to have any incentive to 
develop in these areas under the 
new scheme, despite them being 
exactly the type of places where 
Government should be encour¬ 
aging new development.” 

It isn’t just housing associa¬ 
tions - at risk of being forced to 
sell off chunks of their stock - 
which feel that the new policy 
could be bad. 

Henry Gregg, assistant direc¬ 
tor at the National Housing Fed¬ 
eration, a lobby group for the 
housing sector, says the Govern¬ 
ment shouldn’t be allowed to 
meddle in private businesses. 

Mr Gregg said: “This policy is 
not a genuine solution to our 
housing crisis. An extension to 
the Right to Buy would mean 
that housing associations are 
working to keep pace with re¬ 
placements rather than build¬ 
ing homes for the millions stuck 
on waiting lists. At a time when 
we need to be increasing the 
overall amount of social hous¬ 
ing, it is like trying to fill a bath¬ 
tub with the plug taken out. 

“What’s more, forcing housing 
associations to sell off their 
properties under the Right to 
Buy sets an extremely danger¬ 
ous precedent of government in¬ 
terference in independent busi¬ 
nesses. 

“We fully support the aspira¬ 
tion of home ownership, but this 
policy does nothing for the 11 
million private renters and 
three million adult children liv¬ 
ing at home with their parents. 
If there is £22.5 billion of public 
money available for housing, we 
should use it to build homes the 
next generation needs, not just 
gift it to the lucky few already 
housed in housing association 
homes.” 

The stock, says Government, 
will be replenished through a 
building programme which

would see every house sold, used 
to fund a new home. 

Housing minister Brandon 
Lewis said: “We want to help an¬ 
yone who works hard and as¬ 
pires to own their own home to 
turn their dream into a reality. 
The Right to Buy supports those 
dreams - it’s why we want to 
give housing association ten¬ 
ants the same home ownership 
opportunities as council ten¬ 
ants. 

“I know these changes will be 
challenging for housing associa¬ 
tions but I also know they care 
deeply about their tenants. 
That’s why I’m calling on them 
to support our vision and be¬ 
come the champions of aspira¬ 
tion. 

“Only by working together 
can we make a real difference to 
the lives of hard-working people 
and keep the country building.” 

Mr Sommariva says that at 
this stage, too little information 
has been put out by Government 
to actually start analysing the 
full implications of the policy. 

He told KoS: “As with most 
policy the devil is in the detail. 
Until we know what the full dis¬ 
count would be, what qualifying 
periods tenants would need and 
other aspects, it’s impossible to 


model the full impact of the poli¬ 
cy.” 

Despite that difficulty, rural 
campaigners have been quick to 
round on the new policy, stating 
it’s likely to be extremely dam¬ 
aging to countryside communi¬ 
ties in the county. 

Director at countryside cam¬ 
paign group, CPRE Kent, Hilary 
Newport told KoS: “We are very 
concerned about the potential 
loss of affordable rented homes 
if more are sold off under Right 
to Buy. The supply of affordable 
housing in Kent, which is 85 per 
cent rural, is already very low, 
particularly in villages and 
country areas. Increased provi¬ 
sion of affordable housing is es¬ 
sential to the sustainability and 
vitality of the countryside. 

“Rural communities already 
face the challenges of higher av¬ 
erage house prices and lower av¬ 
erage wages than urban areas. 
This is driving people to move 
from the rural areas they grew 
up in to seek housing elsewhere. 
Extending the Right to Buy is 
likely to exacerbate this prob¬ 
lem, with an increased 
number of invaluable ru¬ 
ral affordable homes lost 
to the open market forev¬ 
er.” 

That view is echoed by 
Professor Mark Shuck- 
smith OBE, who is the di¬ 
rector of the Newcastle 
University Institute for 
Social Renewal. 

He said: “We are already 
seeing those on low and 
medium incomes, and es¬ 
pecially young people, 
priced out of small towns 
and villages across the 
UK. With housing associ¬ 
ation properties sold off, 
and unlikely to be re¬ 
placed in any substantial 
quantities, the wealth di¬ 


vide in rural communities will 
deepen even further.” 

Professor Shucksmith argues 
that the forced sale of housing 
association properties will 
cause wider impacts, which 
stretch further than simple so¬ 
cial and demographic effects. 

He says the change could 
cause problems for the rural 
economy too. 

He said: “With rural areas be¬ 
coming increasingly socially ex¬ 
clusive, local businesses - from 
farms and shops to accountants 
and software developers - will 
find it even harder to attract the 
young, skilled, ambitious people 
they need. 

“We urgently need more af¬ 
fordable homes built, not the 
disposal of the few that remain 
in rural areas. Government 
should reconsider the Right to 
Buy extension, and instead im¬ 
plement recommendations 
made by the Rural Housing Poli¬ 
cy Review group to provide more 
affordable rural housing. 

“This would not only provide 
much-needed housing supply,

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KEEPING EYE ON COUNTRY 



A NEW free app will let people 
living in the rural community 
report and share information on 
crime, or suspicious behaviour, 
quickly and easily. 

The app - called Country Eye 
- was commissioned by the 
Crime Rural Advisory Group 
(CRAG) after concerns were 
raised about the level of crime in 
rural areas. 

Chairman of CRAG Mike Bax 
said: “Data suggests that the cost 
of rural crime in Kent stands at 
£1.8 million, if you include the 
additional hidden costs to repair 
property, replace locks and the 
time taken out of a working day to 
address these issues, the cost is 
considerably higher. 

“CRAG was formed to help 
combat rural crime and to work 
with farmers, businesses and resi¬ 
dents to find solutions.” 

The new app makes use of 
modern technology to help rural 
dwellers report intelligence 


quickly. It is then broadcast out to 
other local app users. 

Peter Rolington, chairman of 
Kent Crimestoppers and member 
of CRAG, said: “Country Eye will 
be an invaluable tool to inform 
people living and working in the 
countryside about incidents that 
are occurring in their area. 

“Technology has advanced 
greatly in recent years and has 
enabled us to develop a digital 
version of the highly successful 
Neighbourhood Watch scheme. 

“We will be able to broadcast 
information directly to users 
about potential incidents as they 
happen. 

“The Country Eye app will 
allow a greater audience to 
receive information, particularly 
those living in the most remote 
parts of the county.” 

The new app will launch on July 
10 and can be downloaded from 
the Apple App and Google Play 
stores.

Neighbourhood Watch set to play 
bigger role in fight against crime 

Police commissioner calls for everyone to be good neighbours and help fight crime, writes Jamie Weir 


O VER the past three dec¬ 
ades, twitching curtains, 
wagging tongues and 
busy bodies have become 
the stereotype of Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch schemes up and 
down the land. 

But in an era of policing cuts and 
Government austerity, Kent’s Police 
and Crime Commissioner, Ann 
Barnes, is urging everyone to play 
their part... and be a good neighbour. 

Cuts mean less resources and some 
500 staff have been lost from Kent’s 
police force in the past three years. 

This means the importance of the 
Neighbourhood Watch, with its net¬ 
work of volunteers is growing, with a 
total of 4,500 schemes across the 
county helping provide cover for 
350,000 households - more than half 
of Kent’s homes. 

Mrs Barnes said: “The concept of 
people being good neighbours is not 
new. For centuries we’ve always 
looked after each other. It’s what 
good human beings do. 

“I encourage everyone to be good 
neighbours, and participate in Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch schemes where they 
have been set up. All of us can assist 
police by providing valuable informa¬ 
tion and intelligence to police officers. 
Neighbourhood Watch volunteers 
are a conduit which enables local of¬ 
ficers to do a better job, but of course 
they cannot replace officers. 

“As we all know Kent police has 
had to endure £50 million worth of 
cuts, losing a fifth of its workforce in 
the process and yet demand has not 
gone down. Because cuts have conse¬ 
quences there are things the force is 


inevitably no longer able to do. 

“A good example of this is the force 
no longer being able to look after 
property which the public has found. 
I would like to think that all of us, as 
good neighbours, would still make ef¬ 
forts to reunite a lost purse with its 
owner if we found one.” 

Neighbourhood Watch schemes 
consist of groups of volunteers in an 
area who report any crime, or suspi¬ 
cious activity to a central co-ordina¬ 
tor. They then feedback that informa¬ 
tion to the police, giving a valuable 
insight into any potential criminal 
activity in the area. 

Ashford MP, and former policing 
and justice minister, Damian Green 
agrees, telling KoS that the scheme is 
key in providing information. 

He said: “I’m a big supporter and I 
know the police are as well. Keeping 
the streets safe, and communities se¬ 
cure is about more than just the po¬ 
lice. It is about having as many people 
out there as possible, feeding intelli¬ 
gence to the police.” 

Mr Green added: “However many 
police we have, there will never be 
one on every corner. Neighbourhood 
Watch can help the bobby on the beat 
though, giving them information 
which they wouldn’t have had access 
to otherwise. 

“As communication gets better, 
with social media feeding in, Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch groups can help 
provide that information faster, mak¬ 
ing policing easier and helping the 
force fight crime.” 

Mrs Barnes echoed this sentiment, 
saying that even though the schemes 
had done well, there were limits to

what they could achieve. 

She said: “Neighbourhood Watch 
groups put a formal structure around 
the existing concept of being a good 
neighbour. I’m extremely proud of 
the way in which Kent Police and 
Neighbourhood Watch groups work 
so closely together. 

“I remain committed to encourag¬ 
ing them financially where I can. 
They should be proud of themselves 
and we’re grateful to them for being 
so proactive. They encourage every¬ 
one to take responsibility for safety in 
their community, and to look out for 
one another. 

“There are limits to what they can 
achieve of course - but what they can 
do, they do very well. 

“Neighbourhood Watch is a very 
useful system but it does not and can¬ 
not replace officers and PCSOs on the 
street. That is why I have pledged to 
protect visible community policing 
even during times of austerity.” 

It is exactly that type of assistance 
which is likely to make the schemes 


an invaluable tool for police in the 
future. 

Catherine Mulholland, the volun¬ 
teer Neighbourhood Watch coordi¬ 
nator at Kent Police, hinted that po¬ 
lice reliance on the schemes is set to 
grow in the future. 

She told KoS: “Neighbourhood 
Watch plays a crucial role in serving 
our communities and in the coming 
months and years we will rely on 
their support even more. 

“They are the eyes and ears of the 
police and provide us with informa¬ 
tion that we can assess and respond 
to accordingly. We have recently cel¬ 
ebrated National Neighbourhood 
Watch week and more than 100 peo¬ 
ple attended. 

“It was a great opportunity for 
members to get an update on the cur¬ 
rent and new initiatives such as the 
introduction of body warn video 
cameras for officers and other issues 
that might affect Neighbourhood 
Watch.” 

She added: “To provide a local point 
of contact for members we have four 
watch liaison officers employed by 
Kent Police, who are based at police 
stations across the county and work 
with their local volunteers to ensure 
the watch is effective. 

“And I would encourage anyone 
who is interested in finding out more 
about joining Neighbourhood Watch 
to get in touch.” 

And as an important tool in the 
fight against crime, it can also affect 
the price people pay when they come 
to insuring their home. 

Gareth Lane, head of home insur¬ 
ance at Confused.com, told KoS: “In 


the past some providers have given 
discounts when policyholders were 
active members of a NHW scheme. 

“Overtime the number of providers 
offering discounts based on this ques¬ 
tion within a quote process has di¬ 
minished and now insurers look at 
the wider area and whether that is 
covered by a NHW scheme. 

“If it is, policyholders can expect to 
see their cost of a policy fall naturally 
as instances of crime tend to be lower 
in areas covered by the scheme.” 

Statistics used by insurers from a 
2008 report, found that crime in 
Neighbourhood Watch areas is 
reduced by between 16 and 26 per cent. 

And it isn’t just crime the scheme 
seeks to help communities with. Al¬ 
though formed to fight against crime, 
its remit has expanded and groups 
now give residents advice and infor¬ 
mation on a wide range of issues. 

The Neighbourhood and Home 
Watch - the national group which 
provides support to local schemes - 
has just completed a new five year 
plan. 

The group says it is continuing to 
adapt in an era of diminishing polic¬ 
ing budgets. 

Jim Maddan, chairman for the 
Neighbourhood and Home Watch 
Network, said: “We could never have 
predicted the exponential rise in the 
use of new technologies and social 
media. We have had to adapt and 
change along the way. 

“It is an exciting time and we have 
grasped the opportunities with both 
hands and we look forward with en¬ 
thusiasm and vigour to the years 
ahead.”

Was ‘Goldfinger’ brains behind 
the daring £53m Securitas raid? 


Chris Murphy takes a look at allegations made following death of notorious criminal John Palmer 


THE CRIME WHICH STUNNED THE WORLD 


P OLICE were this week re¬ 
maining tight-lipped about 
sensational claims that 
criminal mastermind John 
‘Goldfinger’ Palmer - found 
shot dead at his sprawling mansion 
last month - was behind the £53 mil¬ 
lion Securitas raid nine years ago. 

The daring raid of the depot in Ton- 
bridge in 2006 was hailed as one of 
the most audacious crimes ever com¬ 
mitted - and the biggest ever in the 
UK (see box). 

Mr Palmer was found dead at his 
£800,000 Essex home last month. 
Initially thought to be of natural 
causes after recent surgery, it later 
became apparent he had been shot. 

A post mortem examination re¬ 
vealed he had been killed by a gun¬ 
shot wound to his chest. Unconfirmed 
reports suggest the ammunition used 
was similar to that used by profession¬ 
al hitmen and designed to cause maxi¬ 
mum damage to his internal organs. 

The notorious crook earned his 
James Bond-inspired nickname for 
his part in the Brinks Matt bullion 
raid at Heathrow in 1983. 

A gang of thugs were expecting a 
few million in cash and were con¬ 
fronted with £26 million in gold bars. 
Among those involved in disposing of 
the gold was Kenneth Noye from 
West Kingsdown, who would go on to 
commit the ‘road rage’ murder on the 
M2 5 of Dartford’s Stephen Cameron. 

Noye was arrested and convicted of 
his part in the disposal of the gold in 
1986. A year earlier, he had escaped a 
murder charge after stabbing a police 


CLOSE to the railway line which 
cuts through the centre of Ton- 
bridge, and behind the bustling 
High Street and superstores, is a 
rather innocuous looking set of 
industrial buildings. 

But it was one of these, in Vale 
Road, which would become the 
scene of one of the most daring 
crimes ever committed in the UK. 

Securitas was responsible for 
storing and shipping out millions of 
pounds for use in cash machines 
and banks. 

So when a balaclava-wearing 
gang, armed and dangerous, burst 
in during the early hours of 
February 22, 2006, they found 


officer in the grounds of his Kent 
home while he was under surveil¬ 
lance. He claimed he attacked the of¬ 
ficer in self-defence after finding him 
in his garden. 

He was jailed for 14 years for his 
part in a crime Palmer had originally 
recruited him to do. 

Noye was released in 1994. A year 
later he killed Stephen Cameron and 
went on the run before police tracked 
him down to Spain. He is currently in 
jail serving a life sentence for the 
murder. 

Palmer is said to have been the 
‘money’ behind the Brinks Mat and 
other significant raids, for which it is 
said he took 25 per cent of the haul. 


themselves staring at vast quanti¬ 
ties of cash. 

They would drive off with £53m. 
They’d have taken more, but they 
couldn’t fit it in their van. 

But while the public leapt on the 
romance of the crime, it was an 
horrific experience for many. Not 
least, the manager of the depot. As 
he drove from his home in Herne 
Bay he was pulled over near 
Detling by crooks masquerading 
as police. Meanwhile, his wife and 
eight-year-old son had been 
kidnapped by the gang. 

All three victims were soon 
reunited and then taken to the cash 
depot in the back of a van. The 


However, he was cleared of melting 
down the gold bars claiming he didn’t 
realise they were stolen. 

But he was jailed eventually for a 
massive timeshare fraud. 

Now, an investigative journalist 
who has been on Palmer’s tail for 
three decades claims he was part of 
the brains behind the Securitas raid. 

Some even speculate he was be¬ 
hind the recent Hatton Garden raid. 

It is said he amassed a fortune 
worth half a billion pounds helped by 
financing raids like the one at 
Securitas. 

The reporter, Wensley Clarkson of 
the Daily Mail, who makes the allega¬ 
tions, says he spoke with a former 


manager was told by members of 
the gang that if he didn’t assist, his 
family would be harmed. 

Some 14 other members of staff 
were tied up as the crooks ran riot. 

Vehicles were found first, 
including a Transit van parked in 
an Ashford hotel car park with 
£1.3m inside. 

In January 2008, a court jury 
delivered guilty verdicts on five 
people with two cleared. Sentences 
of up to 20 years were handed out. 

In 2010, another leading target 
for police was jailed for 25 years in 
Morocco for his part. 

To this day, only around £21 
million has been recovered. 


professional burglar who apparently 
knows many of the Securitas gang. 

He claims the Tonbridge job com¬ 
prised British and Eastern European 
crooks who fell-out shortly after the 
raid proved a success. 

After the police enjoyed a number 
of key breakthroughs, many of the 
gang involved were caught and have 
subsequently been sentenced. 

It is thought that once many were 
arrested they began to name others 
involved. 

Palmer is alleged to have put up 
£100,000 to set up the job with the 
agreement he would pocket a quarter 
of the proceeds. The fall-out of the Se¬ 
curitas raid has, claims Mr Clarkson, 


long been felt in the Home Counties. 

He quoted his source as saying ar¬ 
rests following the Securitas raid “led 
to a massive fallout which has 
sparked a gang war in Kent and Essex 
between the associates of the old- 
school Brits and the foreign boys. It is 
still going on to this day - and much 
of the blame has been laid on 
Palmer”. 

Nothing has been proved, but po¬ 
lice in both Essex and Kent say they 
are keeping abreast of developments. 

A spokesman for Kent Police told 
KoS this week: “Essex Police is inves¬ 
tigating Mr Palmer’s death, and if 
they uncover any information 
deemed relevant to Kent then it will 
be passed on.” 

When asked about the links to the 
Securitas raid, Essex Police added: 
“Detectives are following several line 
of inquiry, but we are not able to com¬ 
ment on specific historical incidents. 

“We can’t confirm what particular 
incidents they are looking in to, but 
clearly there are a large amount of 
main lines of inquiry.” 

Since his death, the media has been 
awash with acres of allegations about 
Palmer and his criminal activity. 

Others suggest he had angered 
Spanish crooks amid claims he was 
about to turn police supergrass. 

He lived in Tenerife, where he had a 
yacht moored in the harbour. 

Police are also apparently examin¬ 
ing similarities between the death of 
Palmer and that of Great Train Rob¬ 
ber Charlie Wilson in 1990 in 
Marbella.

J UICY, flame grilled meat between golden 
toasted buns. The hamburger has a spe¬ 
cial place in many people’s hearts, and 
now, the good burghers of Canterbury 
will get to choose between three new 
gourmet fast food outlets in the city. 

They aren’t the only ones though, as quietly, 
the hamburger has shed its former image of 
tasteless grey patties, and reinvented itself 
worldwide for the foodie generation. 

After something of street food renaissance, 
the humble hamburger - named after its city 
of birth, in Hamburg, rather than because the 
first ones were made of ham - has grown from 
convenient fast food, or a simple snack at the 
football ground, into a delicacy in its own 
right. 

Various establishments - including Chan¬ 
cellor George Osborne’s rumoured favourite, 
Byron - have transformed the meal, with 
greater focus on high quality, real food. 

The proof of the burger’s success is the 
expansion that these gourmet burger 
restaurants are now seeing; they’re migrating 
from their traditional stomping grounds of 
London, and moving to areas in Kent as the 
county’s residents demand more of the meaty 
treats. 

Gourmet Burger Kitchen was one of the first 
of this breed of upper-class, fast food establish¬ 
ments, opening its first branch in Battersea in 
2001 . 

It has now grown to more than 60 restau¬ 
rant, with the latest addition to its portfolio in 
Canterbury. 

Marketing director at GBK, Katie McDer¬ 
mott told KoS the chain was always eyeing up 
tasty new sites. 

She said: “We have been eager to get the res¬ 


taurant opened in Canterbury after such a 
positive reception from locals alpad of the 
summer. With such a diverse group of people 
living in Canterbury, we are sure we have 
something to satisfy every burger craving.” 

Byron also says that Canterbury is a prime 
location for burger bars, with founder of the 
chain, Tom Byng telling KoS: “Canterbury is a 
beautiful, historic city that draws visitors 
from all around the world. 

“We’re always on the lookout for interesting 
locations where people will like what we do 
and we think we’ve found just that in 
Canterbury. 

“We’re delighted to be joining such a 
vibrant food scene: we’re in great company.” 

That kind of expansionist ideology isn’t 
espoused by east Kent’s native burger 
company, The Burger Bros, which has restau¬ 
rants in Broadstairs, Canterbury, Dover and 
Deal. 

Founder, Karl Wozny, told KoS they like to 
keep their burgers local. 

He said: “We’re strictly east Kent boys, and 
we don’t want to expand out of the county. 

“For us, good burgers are about great, fresh 
local produce made into bespoke meals. All of 
our beef comes from within a few miles of our 
locations, and it is all traceable. 

“We use locally sourced food, rather than 
buying in bulk because it makes a difference.” 

He added: “People know what a good burger 
is these days, and they’re becoming less will¬ 
ing to compromise with tasteless, bland mass 
produced burgers. 

“I don’t use the term ‘gourmet burger’ as I 
passionately believe that every burger should 
be done well. 

“That renaissance in good burgers may 
have started in London, but it was only a mat¬ 
ter of time until it filtered down into the prov¬ 
inces, and now, the people of Kent are getting 
better burger choice than ever before.”

G ROWING up in Graves¬ 
end, Matt Faull always 
knew that he wanted to 
perform. 

Now, the singer will 
be returning to his roots - taking 
to the stage at The Orchard 
Theatre, Dartford, with Only One 
Direction - a tribute act to the 
smash hit band One Direction. 

“It will be great to come back,” 
he told KoS. 

“I was in Dartford recently and 
saw a poster for the show and 
thought - ‘I’m coming home’. 

“When I was about 10,1 
remember seeing a couple of shows 
at the Orchard and thinking ‘I 
want to do that’,” he added. 

Only One Direction will be 
playing in the county as part of 
their tour of the UK, which will see 
them performing songs from all 
four of One Direction’s hit albums 


such as What Makes You Beautiful, 
Steal My Girl, Best Song Ever and 
Story Of My Life. 

Mr Faull will be taking on the 
role of Niall Horan in the show. 

“It’s really great fun doing the 
tour,” he said. 

He explained that while the band 
had elements of each of the original 
performers, they were not trying to 
be just like them. 

“At the end of the day we are 
singers so that is more important 
for the casting - that we have the 
voices that can do it,” he said, 

And he added that the reaction 
from fans had been very positive, 
with a meet and greet offered at the 
end of each of their shows. 

“Every time we do a meet and 
greet I am always blown away by 
the response from people.” he said. 

“I think everyone is aware that 
you’re not One Direction, but at the 


end of the day they come in and 
they just love it so much.” 

And Mr Faull said that he has 
become close to his bandmates, 
who take on the roles of Harry 
Styles, Zayn Malik, Louis Tomlin¬ 
son and Liam Payne. 

“You spend so much time 
together in the show and on the 
road so you get really close, which 
is nice,” said Mr Faull. 

“If you’re going to spend that 
much time with someone it makes 
it that much more enjoyable, 
because you are there with your 
friends doing what you love. 

“The audience can relate to that 
as well.” 

One Direction fans were shocked 
by news earlier this year that Mr 
Malik would be leaving the band, 
and that they would be continuing 
as a four-piece without him. 

However, the good news is that 


his tribute act did not suffer the 
same fate, and he has still kept his 
place in Only One Direction. 

“We still have our Zayn,” said Mr 
Faull. 

“We do have an option for 
bookers to have a four-piece or a 
five-piece, and it’s a slightly 
different show because you’re 
tailoring it to have less of us. 

“But the bookings seem to still be 
for five. The response we get from 
fans is that they want the band as a 
five. We are still keeping him and 
he’s very popular. 

“He’s an amazing singer, he’s got 
a great voice.” 

Only One Direction will be 
performing at the Orchard Theatre 
on July 27 at 4pm.

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nging a love of French bread to the word 

Baker Eric Kayser is releasing a new book, containing tips on how to make brioches, baguettes or bagels 


W ATCHING French 
baker Eric Kayser at 
work in the kitchen, 
it’s easy to see why he 
didn’t consider any 
other career options in his youth. 

The bread guru deftly cuts dough 
into small sections before rolling 
them into perfect little batards - 
which are like a baguette, but shorter 
- then presses an already-baked one 
to listen for that familiar crispy 
sound, explaining: “You want to hear 
the music.” 

A fifth generation baker growing 
up in the Franche-Comte region, 
Kayser loved spending time in his fa¬ 
ther’s bakery. 

“As soon as I started to speak, I said 
to my family, ‘I want to be a baker and 


travel’,” the red-headed boulanger 
explained. 

“Coming from a small village, peo¬ 
ple thought I was crazy, but I repeat¬ 
ed it when I was 10 years old, I repeat¬ 
ed it I was 14 years old. And now, I do 
it,” he said. 

Mr Kayser opened his first bread 
shop in Paris in 1996. 

These days, he jets around the 
world to open new bakeries and 
“bring a love of French bread to peo¬ 
ple who have never tasted it”. 

He’s in the UK to promote his new 
book, The Larousse Book Of Bread, 
containing more than 80 mouth-wa¬ 
tering recipes, and pass on some of 
his expert tips on creating the perfect 
brioche, baguette or bagel. 

Making bread isn’t easy, but with

simple equipment and good ingredi¬ 
ents, something delicious can be cre¬ 
ated, according to Mr Kayser. 

“If you have a small mixer, a good 
oven and your hands, it will be OK. 
And a good brain! ” he said. 

With all that kneading and 
proofing, however, baking bread from 
scratch isn’t something most people 
can factor into their busy working 
lives. 

But giving it a go once a week - or 
even once a month - is fine, explains 
Mr Kayser. 

“You can do your bread or your 
brioche with your children, with 
your husband or wife, with your fam¬ 
ily, and afterwards you can share it,” 
the father-of-two adds. 

“I think it’s something very reli¬ 


gious, because we hear for a long time 
that we need to share the bread. 

“It’s fantastic, it’s a good experi¬ 
ence and it’s good for you to work 
with your hands.” 

And if the end result is an under¬ 
done or burnt-to-a-crisp disaster? 

“Patience is very important, and 
you can start again,” he said. 

As the smell of freshly-baked bread 
fills the air, Kayser explains that he 
views the baker as an alchemist. 

“All your life you need to be pa¬ 
tient,” he said. 

“If you want to do something, you 
need to do it a few times and under¬ 
stand how it will be.” 

“You work with a few ingredients 
from the ground - flour, water, yeast 
- to do something beautiful.”

S INCE Wingham Wildlife 
Park was taken over by its 
current owners, Tony and 
Jackie Binskin, it has been 
able to grow every year. At 
the 2015 Kent Excellence in Business 
Awards they were in the top three fi¬ 
nalists for the county’s best tourist 
and hospitality business.

TRAVEL REVIEW: Detroit

S TANDING on the freshly 
clipped lawn outside Mo- 
town’s first recording stu¬ 
dio, an Arts and Crafts- 
style house on West Grand 
Boulevard in Midtown Detroit, I feel 
like a pilgrim who’s just disembarked 
in the Holy Land. 

Located in a residential neighbour¬ 
hood where every home has a front 
porch and car in the driveway, it was 
here that in 1959, Berry Gordy Jr laid 
the foundations for a music empire 
that would launch the careers of The 
Supremes, Marvin Gaye, Stevie Won¬ 
der and - after signing the Jackson 5 
-an 11-year-old Michael Jackson. 

Hitsville USA, the name written 
above the front door, has been faith¬ 
fully preserved. There’s the reception 
desk once manned by Martha Reeves 
pre- the Vandellas, Berry Gordy’s bed¬ 
room, which was often used by Mar¬ 
vin Gaye as a crash pad, and a vend¬ 
ing machine with Baby Ruth candy 
kept religiously in the fourth column 
so ‘little’ Stevie Wonder knew where 
his favourite sweets were. 

The Motown Museum’s irrepressi¬ 
ble guide, a lady blessed with a voice 
that can only come from singing in 
church, insists we can’t leave until 
we’ve sung at least one song from the 
Motown archives. 

We dutifully comply, but it feels like 
sacrilege caterwauling in a studio 
where they churned out classics 
around the clock, day after day, week 
after week. 

It’s no secret that Berry Gordy mod¬ 
elled his record label on the car as¬ 
sembly lines that he experienced first¬ 
hand at the Lincoln-Mercury plant. 

You can’t grow up in Detroit and 
not have some connection to the car 
industry. This is, after all, Motor City. 
It’s home to the Big Three - Ford, 


Chrysler and General Motors - and 
their mark is visible throughout the 
city, from the glass towers of the GM 
Renaissance Center to the Ford Field 
football stadium. 

It’s why the inexorable decline of 
American car manufacturing since 
the 1980s has hit the city like a clean 
right-hook. 

From 2000 to 2010, the population 
of metropolitan Detroit plunged by 2 5 
per cent to 700,000. In July 2013, the 


city filed for Chapter 9 bankruptcy. 
And then, to everyone’s surprise, the 
city recorded its first population in¬ 
crease in 60 years. 

It may be premature, but residents 
are calling Detroit the comeback kid. 
Neo-Gothic skyscrapers are being re- 
habbed from empty shells into loft 
apartments and hip hotels. One of the 
newest to open, the Aloft Detroit, in 
the 19-story David Whitney Build¬ 
ing, boasting a spectacular four-floor 


atrium, has given a second-life to 
what was one of the pillars of Down¬ 
town. Everywhere you turn there are 
signs of a new wave of optimism. 

In the window of the Guardian 
Building, a neon sign reads Nothing 
Stops Detroit. The buoyant mood has 
even filtered down to the billboard ad¬ 
verts. One for T-Mobile reads, ‘A 
Strong City Needs a Strong Data Net¬ 
work’. 

In that most enduring of American

dreams, Detroit has become the land 
of opportunity. Low rents, vacant 
properties and a can-do attitude are 
transforming a city from the brink of 
bankruptcy into a hotbed of innova¬ 
tion and off-the-grid thinking. It’s be¬ 
come a magnet for entrepreneurs and 
boasts the highest concentration of 
commercial and industrial designers 
in the US. 

The Saturday morning market at 
Eastern Market, one mile north of 
Downtown, amid graffiti-covered 
meat warehouses, is the most obvious 
sign of the city’s reinvigorated mojo. 

Teeming with Detroiters and sub¬ 
urbanites of all races and ethnicities, 
this historic market stretches across 
five ‘sheds’. Two of them contain the 
farmer’s market, where spry and rud¬ 
dy-faced food producers sell every¬ 
thing from Michigan-grown heir¬ 
loom tomatoes to Detroit Bold coffee. 
Another shed is an avenue of bloom¬ 
ing flowers and perennials. 

It was Henry Ford himself who said 
that ‘failure is simply the opportunity 
to begin again, this time more intelli¬ 
gently.’ 

It’s a lesson Detroit has taken to 
heart as it accelerates at warp-speed 
to a brighter, smarter, greener 
tomorrow.

LOVE & MERCY 
(12A, 121 mins) Drama/Ro¬ 
mance/Musical 

FORMED in 1961, The Beach Boys 
perfectly captured the vitality and 
exuberance of California’s youth 
culture, surfing to the top of the 
charts with harmonised feel-good 
hits including I Get Around and 


Help Me, Rhonda. 

The sunny, wholesome disposi¬ 
tions of brothers Brian, Dennis and 
Carl Wilson, cousin Mike Love and 
friend Aljardine concealed dark 
discord. The Wilson boys cowered 
in the shadow of their abusive 
father Murry, who managed the 
band, and main songwriter Brian 
was experiencing early manifesta¬ 
tions of a mental illness, which 
combined symptoms of schizo¬ 
phrenia and bipolar disorder. 

Bill Pohlad’s sensitive biopic 
explores this turbulent period in 
the band’s history, juxtaposing 
Brian’s first battles with his illness 
and the love affair, some 20 years 
later, which provided the creative 
spark for his award-winning solo 
album, Smile. 

Scriptwriters Oren Moverman 
and Michael A Lerner overcome 
the daunting prospect of dual 
timeframes with finesse, while 
director Pohlad elicits strong 


performances from Paul Dano and 
John Cusack as the two incarna¬ 
tions of a song-writing genius. 

TED 2 

(15, 116 mins) Comedy/Ro¬ 
mance/Action 

IN 2012, writer-director Seth 
MacFarlane’s mismatched buddy 
comedy Ted was a surprise hit. 

Man’s best friend wasn’t a dog 
after all - it was a potty-mouthed, 
talking teddy with a penchant for 
beer and scantily clad ladies. 

Sadly, the bear necessities of 
modern life don’t stretch to a 
second film because Ted 2 is 
padded with as much fluff as the 
huggable hero. The sweetness and 
romance, which distinguished the 
original Ted, have been diluted to 
the point of blandness here and a 
climactic set piece at a pop culture 
convention is an unsightly mess.

E verything is blooming 
in the rose garden this 
year, thanks to the mild 
winter and spring, with lit¬ 
tle in the way of frost, pro¬ 
viding stress-free conditions for 
growing. 

Varieties looking particularly stun¬ 
ning include Super Trouper, Aphro¬ 
dite and Lady of Shalott, as well as 
English old rose hybrids such as Ger¬ 
trude Jekyll and Darcey Bussell. 

While they once used to be grown 
on their own in dedicated beds, 
they’re now grown in mixed borders 
with other shrubs and perennials, 
but given the huge variety of roses on 
sale you have to be careful what to 
plant and where to achieve the best 
results. Compact roses with an up¬ 
right habit are suitable for small gar¬ 
dens where beds are only lm wide, so 
choose compact floribundas, patio 
roses and smaller English roses. 

For larger borders you’ll get a great 
effect planting less vigorous varieties 
in threes which will grow together to 
appear like one big shrub, while larg¬ 
er shrub roses are best planted singly 
further back in the border. 

Good plant partners include clema¬ 
tis, which can climb through the 
roses and enjoy the same conditions 
and similar feeds, while in mixed bor¬ 
ders soften roses with airy specimens 
such as catmint or lavender, which 
look amazing beneath creamy rose 
flowers, or mix it up with Alchemilla 
mollis and perennial geraniums. 

If you want a longer season, it’s 
worth looking for repeat-flowering 


shrub roses such as Portland or Eng¬ 
lish roses from David Austin which 
combine the flower form of old shrub 
roses with the repeat-flowering qual¬ 
ity of many modern varieties. 

So, how do we keep our roses 
blooming? By midsummer the first 
flush is usually coming to an end, so 
you’ll need to tidy up shrub and bush 
varieties by dead-heading and re¬ 


moving clusters of faded flowers. 
When the flowers of floribundas and 
hybrid tea roses have faded, remove 
the whole truss, cutting the stem just 
above the second or third leaf down. 
This will help conserve the plant’s en¬ 
ergy to bear a regular succession of 
new flowering shoots. 

They’ll need to be fed with a dose of 
granular fertiliser and watered 


thoroughly if the ground is dry. 

Keep a look out for signs of fungal 
disease including black spot and mil¬ 
dew. They may need spraying regu¬ 
larly with a fungicide to keep diseases 
at bay and also look out for colonies of 
aphids on the stems, which will also 
require spraying as blackfly and 
greenfly populations can build up 
rapidly. If you only have a small infes¬ 


tation, a sharp jet of water should dis¬ 
lodge the aphids, or you may be able 
rub them off the affected area. Other¬ 
wise, use an organic pesticide based 
on plant extracts, soft or insecticidal 
soap or plant oils. 

Hopefully, a little TLC will lead to 
repeat-flowering blooms and a deli¬ 
cious heady fragrance during those 
balmy summer evenings.

I AM researching the Maidstone 
typhoid epidemic of 1897-8 which is 
thought to have claimed at least 132 
lives. 

Over 1,800 people caught typhoid 
fever during the five month 
epidemic which was caused by 
infected water from the Farleigh 
Spring, one of the springs supplying 
Maidstone. 

Residents who received water 
from the Boarley Spring are said to 
have survived - and often lived 
opposite the victims. Initially, the 
hoppers visiting the area were 
blamed for the cause of the outbreak 
as they were camping near to the 
source. After a public inquiry the 
epidemic was found to have been 
caused by defects of drainage and 
sewerage along with a polluted 
water supply.

SO NOW Phil Granger tries to 
conflate unrelated issues such as 
Auschwitz with those previously 
discussed (KoS, letters, last week). 

However, whilst I have not had 
the chance to visit Auschwitz, as he 
has, I have long been involved with 
the UK Holocaust Memorial Day 
Trust and the local commemoration 
since inception, so am well aware of 
the horrors involved and can say 
there’s no linkage. 

The rest of his letter is though, in 
my view, rather hysterical in both 
senses of the word; and he continues 
with his climate change denial 
despite never having provided a 


scrap of credible and verifiably 
independent modern scientific 
evidence against it. 

The 18th century Bauche Map is 
basically taken from speculation, 
earlier maps, and rough reports 
from sailors blown off course. Once 
Antarctica was confirmed it was 
found to be entirely ice covered, as 
has been proven from various ice 
cores etc, and to have been so for 
many millennia. 

The 17th century cold period was 
what is now known to be a 3-400 
year Sun cycle called the Maunder 
Minimum. Another such is expected 
between 2050-2100 but the circa 
0.1 per cent drop in solar input will 
be vastly outweighed by the 
man-made rise in C02 emissions 
over the last 200 years or so. 

Thus our winters may just be colder 
rather than freezing as before.
